A NATIONAL THEATRE FOR AMERICA 


(Condensed from an article by J. K. Javits in Tomorrow) 


The United States is unique among the great nations of the world for not having a 
government-supported national theatre, opera and ballet. France, England, Russia, Italy, 
and many small nations such as Cuba, Denmark and Sweden, can all boast of a national 
theatre, operating with aid from their governments, and at the same time maintaining 
high standards of artistic accomplishment. Yet in this country, millions of citizens are 
deprived of the best in theatre, opera and ballet. 


Composed of average Americans, audiences in Iowa and South Dakota, Wyoming and 
Alabama, are attracted to the theatre with a delight that is extremely touching. The re- 
ception given to Margaret Webster’s Shakespeare touring company, and the experience 
of the Barter Theatre, also playing Shakespeare to packed houses in rural Southern 
towns, indicates the craving for the drama in America. But, despite the nation’s over- 
whelming love of the drama, the sad truth is that today the theatre economically is un- 
able to supply the demand for live entertainment. 


One prominent booking office which books legitimate shows lists only thirty cities 
for its tours, while there are 104 cities in the United States with a population of 100,000 
or over which should ordinarily have the benefit of living theatre. And Actors’ Equity 
Association, the actors’ guild, with a membership of about 6,000, is stated to have em- 
ployed about 10 per cent of this number during the recent season. 


There are many reasons for this decline, but the most important is the crippling 
financial difficulty of successfully operating the theatre on a nation-wide scale. To bring 
the theatre to Americans all over the country therefore involves the wise interference 
of government. 

It is worthwhile to describe and summarize the activities of the American National 
Theatre and Academy, which may well become the foundation of the government- 
supported national theatre. It is to this group that Amcricans owe a debt for its revital- 
ization of the dramatic arts in this country. ANTA was founded in 1935 as a non-profit, 
tax-exempt organization under a charter granted by Congress. 


The ANTA charter vested in a group of civic-minded citizens and lovers of the arts 
corporate powers for: the presentation of theatrical productions of the highest type; 
(2) stimulation of public interest in the drama as an art: (3) the advancement of inter- 
est in the drama throughout the U.S.A. by furthering the production of the best plays 
interpreted by the best actors at minimum cost; (4) further development of the study of 
drama of the past and present in our universities, colleges, schools and elsewhere; and 
(5) the sponsorship, encouragement and development of the art and technique of the 
theatre through a school within the National Academy. 


Since 1946, ANTA has stepped into high gear, and from its offices in New York has 
organized, planned, and advised theatrical activities throughout the country. The Breen-

Porterfield Foundation Plan,'a long-range program to stimulate the growth of regional 
theatres was instituted, embracing three main functions: (1) A National Foundation to 
serve the theatre much as the Rockefeller, Carnegie, and Rosenwald foundations benefit 
education and libraries, by lending money to worthwhile projects; (2) a National Service 
Bureau which gives assistance to theatrical groups in the form of personnel placement, 
distributing new play scripts, and giving advice on the construction of new theatres; 
and a Clearing House in New York City, a news and public relations center which main- 
tains an’ information bureau on almost every theatrical activity in the country, both pro- 
fessional’ and non-commercial. 

ANTA hopes ‘to see the establishment by 1955 of 100 resident professional companies 
such as Margo J ones’ Dallas Theatre ’49, and 150 professional touring companies such as 
Margaret Webster’s Repertory Company and the two Barter Theatre Repertory Com- 
panies, which have their headquarters in Virginia. 

In designing our national theatre we 
must fit into it all the varied and brilliant 
aspects of our entertainment world— 
movies, television, and radio. We must 
be careful to include as part of our na- 
tional organization the great number of 
SHOP community and university theatres 
throughout America,

for a week, or to get a hostess to loan 
her chairs and tables so that she enter- 
tains weekend guests in bare surroundings. 

Mary T. has tremendous enthusiasm for 
everything she is doing, and so she can 
never decide which comes first in her af- 
fections, the theatre or fashions. And both 
fields are glad to have her. 

Bill Hawley, co-asst. stage manager, 
holds something of a record for acting. In 
the New Stages’ production of “Lamp at 
Midnight,” he played twenty-two different 
parts during the six-week run! And all 
this while he was stage-managing the 
show. 

This is his second year at the Playhouse, 
but we have never asked him to play more 
than one performance a night. He ap- 
peared here in “The Second Man,” “Beaux 
Strategm,” “Twentieth Century,” and “Es- 
cape Me Never” last year. Miss Bergner 
was so pleased with his work at Dennis 
during the technically difficult “Escape 
Me Never, that she took him with her 
on tour of the show last fall. 

Although New Stages has used Bill as 
a super quick-change artist, they usually 
keep him back stage as manager. He has 
done “Church Street,’ “Blood Wedding,” 
and “Bruno and Sidney” for them. 

Bill has not always been in the theatre. 
He pushed his theatrical ambitions into 
the background for a long time, deciding 
that they were too impractical, and tried 
a variety of commercial ventures. But he 
found that running one’s own business 
can also be uncertain, and if he was not 
going to have security, he might as well 
be happily unstable. He went into the 
theatre. 

Aside from the six years with the Army 
in Brookyln, New Caledonia, New Guinea, 
and the Philippines, as a major in the 
Transportation Corp., he has stuck to his 
career. He is a great admirer of the Irish 
Theatre, which he knows well from his 
visits to Ireland, and hopes someday to 
produce some of the lyrical Irish dramas. 
We suspect he would manage to play in 
them, too, but we hope in not more than 
a dozen roles at once!

Miss Hayes returned to New York last 
fall just in time for her first broadcast of 
the Electric Theatre. Her weekly pro- 
grams included a great variety of roles 
from her famous “Victoria Regina” to a 
distraught Kentucky mountain drudge. A 
great lady of the American theatre, Miss 
Hayes has never typed herself, but has 
played the gamut of tragedy and comedy, 
classic and modern. The transition from 
“Harriet,” the story of the author of 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” to the librarian on 
a spree in “Happy Birthday,’ was an easy 
one for her. It is unnecessary to list Miss 
Hayes’ great triumphs which make up an 
impressive part of Who’s Who in the Am- 
erican theatre. She was equally well 
known by film audiences for her perform- 
ances in such pictures as “The Sin of 
Madeliene Claudet,”’ and “A Farewell to 
Arms.” This is the first time Helen Hayes 
has ever tried out a play in summer stock, 
If all goes as planned, “Good Housekeep- ~ 
ing’ will be done next season on Broad- 
way by the Theatre Guild. While she is 
here on the Cape, Helen Hayes has both 
her children with her. Jamie MacArthur, 
who played in “The Corn is Green” with 
Eva Le Gallienne last week, is staying on 
in Dennis to be with his family. 


KENT SMITH (Charles Burnett) was 
cast in one of his first professional roles

com, at Millbrook summer theatre, which 


- Mr. Sircom and Mr, Aldrich operated to- 


gether. The play was “Men Must Fight,” 
and Kent Smith played in both the sum- 
mer tryout and the Broadway production. 
He has not played before Cape audiences 
since his first theatre experience with the 
University Players in Falmouth, the same 
company that gave James Stewart, Mar- 
garet Sullivan, and Joshua Logan their 
start. Kent Smith’s career includes an im- 
pressive list of successes, from ‘‘Dods- 
worth” to “Anthony and Cleopatra” with 
Katherine Cornell. After such plays as 
“St. Joan,” “Candida,” “Old Acquaint- 
ance,” and “The Story of Mary Suratt,” 
he went to Hollywood and made several 
films, including “The Spiral Staircase,” 
“Nora Prentiss,” and ‘The Fountainhead.” 
This spring he returned to the Coast to 
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make “My Foolish Heart,’ for Sam Gold- 
wyn, and returned just in time to go into 
rehearsal with Miss Hayes. 


MARY MacARTHUR (Katy) played in 
Dennis in 1947 with Lillian Gish in “The 
Marquise.” The summer before she made 
her first professional appearance in “Alice 
Sit by the Fire” with her mother. Last 
summer she played the role again at the 
Olney Theatre, and this season she played 
there opposite Guy Madison in “John 
Loves Mary.” She also portrayed Bessie 
Watty in “The Corn is Green,’ and ap- 
peared in “Pygmalion,” “Present Laugh- 
ter” and “Amphitryon 38.” Last winter 
she attended the American Academy of 
Dramatic Art in New York. If “Good 
Housekeeping” is done in New York by 
the Theatre Guild, it will be her first 
Broadway appearance. 


MATT BRIGGS (Jim O’Neal) has por- 


trayed a varied group of real life person- 
alities during his career. For eighty-five 
weeks he blustered through “Bloomer 
Girl” as Horatio Applegate, the hoopskirt 
tycoon of the Eighties; in the film “The 
Babe Ruth Story,” he played the late Col. 
Jacob Ruppert, owner of the Yankees; 
and in “Coney Island,” with Betty Grable 
he appeared as Broadway producer Will- 
iam Hammerstein. A veteran of stock days 
—when that meant winter companies in 
every city, and not just vacationland en- 
gagements—Matt Briggs has played about 
seven hundred roles. Some of the more 
recent Broadway engagements include 
“The Hallams,” “Junior Miss,’ and “Male 
Animal.” 


KATHARINE RABHT (Mrs. Benson) is 
well known in millions of American homes 
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for her weekly clarion call of “Henry!” on 
The Aldrich Family. She has only missed 
this summons three times in the last ten 
years. Miss Raht took a sabbatical leave 
from her teaching in 1937, and it turned 
out to be a permanent arrangement. That 
first year she played in “Our Town,” all 
during the Broadway run and road tour. 
In the summer of 1939 she came to Den- 
nis to play one of the mothers in the same 
play. The Aldrich Family and scores of 
other radio programs on all the major net- 
works have kept her from working in the 
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theatre as much as she would like, but 
she did play in the original production of 
“The Heiress’ with Basil Rathbone and 
Wendy Hiller. 


JACK MANNING (Edward West) adds 
another production to the fast-growing 
list of plays in which he has appeared 
with Miss Hayes. His first professional 
role was as Miss Hayes’ son in “Harriet.” 
After playing in “Alice Sit By the Fire,” 
at Marblehead, he appeared on the Thea- 
tre Guild of the Air in the same show 
with Miss Hayes, and played a variety of 
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roles on her program, the Electric Thea- 
tre. He was featured on Broadway in 
Maurice Evans’ “Man and Superman” and 
played in the Theatre Guild’s production 
of “Othello.” Jack was cast in the comedy 
lead of the Guild’s Experimental Theatre 
show, “O’Daniel.” “Alice in Wonderland,” 
“Junior Miss,” “Mermaids Singing,’ and 
“The Great Big Doorstep” are on his list 
of New York successes. 


HOWARD STONE (Nat Kahn) was an 
apprentice at the Westport Country Play- 
house last summer and was cast in “Per- 
fect Pitch’ with Roland Young. His ap- 
pititude for the theatre began in high 
school where he played in all the school 
productions. Step-son of playwright S. N. 
Behrman, he has been exposed to the lure 
of the theatre, and this summer he re- 


‘turned to the Westport theatre where he 


played in Eva Le Gallienne’s “The Corn is 
Green.” His performance won him the 
role in “Good Housekeeping.” 

SHIRLEY STANDLEE (the Drum Ma- 
jorette) works for the Theatre Guild in 
the winter and has been an apprentice 
at the Westport Playhouse. A graduate of 
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Scripts College, she has always intended 
to go into the theatre, and this production 
gives her her first professional opportun- 
ity. 

DONALD RICHARDSON, director, has 
done more than thirty productions in 
summer stock since his graduation from 
the American Academy in New York. He 
was author-director of ‘Heyday,’ and co- 
director of “Out West It’s Different,” and 
“The Big Story.” Mr. Richardson directed 
“A Sound of Hunting,” the Broadway 
show which gave Burt Lancaster his first 
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role, and the one that won him a Holly- 
wood contract. 


SID SAWYER, stage manager, was the 
curator of dramatics at Clark University 
before he went into the professional thea- 
tre. For three years he was the production 
manager for the Bar Harbor Playhouse, 
and stage managed for such stars as Ed- 
ward Everett Horton, Jane Cowl, Joan 
Caulfield, Mady Christians, and Jean 
Parker. On Broadway he was also as- 
sistant stage manager of “Heyday.” Sid 
Sawyer was co-producer of the New Eng- 
land tours of “Blith Spirit” with Arthur 
Treacher, and “Lovers and Friends” with 
Ruth Chatterton. 


MARY MALONE (Christine) majored in 
the arts in her hometown of Dayton, Ohio, 
and finally chose ballet over the theatre 
or music. After teaching ballet for some 
time,. she tried a season of summer stock 
at Plymouth, and that was the end of the 
dance. Mary has appeared in summer 
stock at Lynn, Mahopac, and Pompton 
Lakes, and forty weeks of winter stock 
in Boston. Last winter she played in the 
original company of Mr. Aldrich’s Broad- 
way hit, “Goodbye My Fancy,” with 
Madeleine Carroll. 


THE CHEER LEADERS are four of the 
Playhouse’s technical apprentices, making 
one of their rare appearances behind the 
footlights. All four girls do much to keep 
the backstage running smoothly. Nora 
Johnson, daughter of Nunnally Johnson, 
has been an apprentice at LaJolla sum- 
mer theatre and is getting further training 
this season with us at the Playhouse. Sue 
Rayner studied drama for five years at
